WASHINGTON, April 6.—Important de- 
velopments in the Oberlin M. Carter case 
are likely to occur within a few days. Car- 
ter is now serving a sentence of five years’ 
imprisonment in the government peniten- 
tilary at Leavenworth, Kan., charged with 
gigantic swindling operations against the 
government. 

Up to the time he was convicted, Carter 
was under the jurisdiction of and was 
prosecuted by the war department. Since 
then the civil authorities of the govern- 
ment, acting through the department of 
justice, have been quietly, but vigorously 
and relentlessly, tracing step by step the 
money Carter stole and now have the great 
bulk of it located, and are about ready to 
recover it and turn it back into the treas- 
ury. 


Arms Have Been Purchased and Soon 
Five Thousand Men Will Be Ready 
to Take the Field. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 6.—Private ad- 
vices received by the steamer City of Co- 
lombia, from Panama, state that the revo- 
lution in Colombia is far from ended, and 
that the rebels are steadily gaining strength. 
About the first of March Gen. Ulloa, at 
the head of the rebel troops, had a fierce 
battle in Caparrapi, State of Cundinamarca, 
in which the capital city of Bogota is situ- 
ated. The government troops were de- 
feated and 250 prisoners, 5090 rifles and 23 
cases of ammunition were left in the rebels’ 
hands. 

Gen. Ramon Neiro has won several vic- 
tories over government troops in Boyaca, 
and Gens. Currea and Ibanez keep up the 
fighting at Cundinamarca and Tolima. In

Coupled with this news comes the state- 
ment that Russia does not deem it ex- 
pedient to withdraw any of her troops now 
in Manchuria, and intends to maintain the 
Status quo there until a Chinese govern- 
ment can be established at Pekin strong 
and stable enough to inspire Russian con- 
fidence for the future. 

This courteous and unexpected  with- 
drawal of the proposed Manchurian con- 
vention, until now so aggressively urged 
upon China, is regarded as an exceedingly 
clever move*on the part of Russia because 
that treaty, which could only be wrung 
from China by renewed drastic pressure, 
would, after all, only secure an empty in- 
ternational sanction of the position which 
Russia already holds in Manchuria and | 
about which the signing of the treaty might 
render war with Japan inevitabie.

Tourville paid no at- 
tention to the suit and demanded his wages. 
The Wabash railroad refused his demand. 

Tourville sued the company ina St. Louis 
Justice Court and won. The Wabash ap- 
pealed the case to the St. Louis Circuit 
Court, where the verdict of the Justice 
Court was atfirmed. 

The railroad carried the case to the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals. Again the verdict 
of the lower court was affirmed. 

The Court of Appeals remanded the case 
to the Circuit Court with directions to enter 
a judgment for Tourville for $81.98. 

The Wabash appealed «to the Supreme 
Court of Missouri. There the judgment of 
the Court of Appeals was affirmed. The 
railroad appealed to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. 

On Dec. 3, 1990, more than eight years 
after the suit was started, the hignest eourt 
in the land rendered judgment in favor of 
Tourville. 

The Wabash accepted this decision as final 


and paid the costs, amounting to $1400. 

The company announced that it 
anxious to get rid of that contested $81.98, 
but it was uncertain whether Virgil Rule, 
Tourville’s attorney and assignee, or Attor- | 
ney Flannigan was entitled to the money.

daughter, your niece, Emily, 15 years old, 
whom I keep as a pensioner at the Castle 
or College of St. Elena, and. whom I may 
never see again—considering the grave state 
of my health. I am watched on all sides 
by my enemies.”’

DEMOCRATS DO NOT SUFFER 


Only Three Republicans Outside of St. 
Louis and Jackson. 
County.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 6.—Gov. 
Dockery, Attorney-General Crow and Sec- 
retary of State Cook today completed the 
Senatorial apportionment for the state of 
Missouri, the Legislature having failed to 
make the apportionment, and, therefore, 
under the constitution, it devolved upon 
these state officials to do so, within thirty 
days from the adjournment of the Legis- 
(lature. This is the third decade in succes- 
Sion that the Legislature failed to make 


the apportionment and the state officials 
made it, the other two times being in 1881 
and 1891. The new apportionment is now.on 
file with the secretary of state. 

The changes made this time are as fol- 
lows: Holt County was taken from the 
First district and placed in the Third. 

Putnam County was taken from. the 
Twelfth district and placed in the Fourth. 

Vernon and Barton counties were taken 
from the Twenty-eighth district and placed 
in the Twentieth, composing a naw Twen- 
tieth district of Barton, Dade, Green and 
Vernon. 

Jasper County alone, under the new ap- 
Dor enmnenty forms the Twenty-eighth dls- 
rict, 

Polk County was taken from the Twen- 
tieth district and placed in the Nineteenth. 

Wright County was taken from the Twen- 
tieth F eau te and placed in the Twenty- 
second. 


A gui district and placed in the Twenty- 
rst. 

Phelps was taken from the Twenty-sev- 
enth and placed in the Twenty-fourth. 

Madison was taken from the Twenty- 
fourth and placed in the Twenty-sixth. 

Laclede was taken from the Twenty- 
second and placed in the Twenty-seventh. 

Boone was taken from the Ninth and add- 
ed to the Tenth. 

Adair was taken from the Sixth and add- 
ed to the Ninth.

This apportionment .-leaves only three Re- 
publican districts outside of St. Louis City 
and Jackson County, making in all 2i 
Democratic dictricts out of the 3% in the 
state. 

No changes were made in Jackson County 
and St. Louis because the circuit judges 
fix these.

REY. PATRICK O’DONOHOE DEAD 


Priest of Our Lady of Good Counsel

Within a few months after his ordina- 
tion, he came to America and was as- 
signed to the archdiocese of St. Louis. 
He was stationed in turn at Bonne Terre, 
Mo., Moberly, Mo., and in St. Louls. His 
tirst assignment in this city was as as- 
sistant at S88. Mary and Joseph's Church 
in Carondelet. Later, he was an assistant 
at St. Patrick's. 

Prior to his death, the late Archbishop 
‘Kenrick commissioned Father O' Donohoe 
to organize a new Catholic parish in North 
St. Louls and on June 4, 188, the corner 
stone of the church of Our Lady of Good 
Counsel was laid at Eleventh and Destre- 
han streets. He was its pastor continu- 
ously until his death.

HALF MILLION IN ONE DAY 


New York Internal Revenue Receipts 
Swelled by Heavy Payments on 
Trust Incorporations. 


NEW YORK, April 6.~A new record for 
« day’s receipts for tinternal revenue 
collection districts has been established at 
the office of Collector Charles H. Treat, of 
the second district of New York,. where 
$515,385.18 was the total arnount received, al- 
most the entire sum being paid for docu- 
mentary stamps. Nearly 500 $1000 stamps 


were disposed of to great corporations with 
offices in this city. 

“Whatever we may say about corpora- 
tions,’’ said Collector Treat, ‘‘they certainly 
pay a generous part of the taxes of the 
people. We shall probably receive more 
than $900,000 from the tax on stocks and 
a of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion.’’ 

Mr. Treat did not anticipate a noticeable 
change in the receipts of his office on ac- 
count of the revised internal revenue tax 
schedule. About $2,000,000 a vear, he thought, 
would cover the loss which would result 
from the war tax reduction. He thought 
that about $750,000 of that sum would be 
lost to the government through exemption 
from taxation of medicines and proprietary 
goods. ;

Glass Works Employes Made an Armod 
Sortie Against Brigands. 

A warning was telephoned to the Adol- 
phus Busch Glass Works office in Belleville 
Friday that plans had been laid to hold up 
Manager Al Hoerner and rob him of hearly 
$10,000. Glassworks employes made a recon- 
nolssance in force, and if there had been 
such an intention it was abandoned. 

Mr. Hoerner is the manager of the plant. 
Every Friday he goes to the First National 
Bank and draws nearly $10,000 to pay the 
employes of the plant. He drew the money 
as usual Friday and loaded it into a cab, 
and armed with two revolvers started for 
the office of the company at the western 
city limits. 

In the meantime a m2ssage had been 
gee oe to the office of the alleged plan 
to hold up the cab and take the money 
from Hoerner. 

It was feared there was not time in 
which to get police to the vicinity of the 
works, so word was sent out to the glass- 
blowers that Manager Hoerner was about 
to be held up and deprived of their week's 
wages. 

The men seized tools and clubs and ob- 
tained repeating rifles and _ revolvers 
from the office, and in ashort time 
two hundred men hand ranged them- 
selves along Busch avenue and Main street 
awaiting the coming of Mr. Hoerner’s cab. 
When he came he was amazed to see 
nearly all the day force of the plant scat- 
tered along the streets to meet him. 
The men wanted to know if he had,.seen 
anything of brigands and he said he had 
not. The volunteer guard fell in behind the 
cab and marched back to the works. 

Mr. Hoerner has no means of knowing 
whether the warning was given in good 
faith or was a practical, joke.

Real success in municipal politics is now the best preparation 
for a national career. The man who makes a good Mayor, 


who shows in that office that he is not chained to old ideas, 


that he is willing to be original and has the courage of his 
convictions, is pretty sure to become a force in a wider field.

THE JERSEY TRUST FACTORY. . 


By enacting liberal laws of incorporation and setting up a 
trust factory any State can rise from indigence to wealth and 
power. 

Last Monday at Trenton, N. J., Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan paid 
into the treasury of that State the sum of $220,019.40, being the 
price of the privilege granted the United States S.ieel Corpora- 
tion to do business under the protection of the Great Seal 
of New Jersey. 

The State is getting rich. In 1890 the official fees were only 
$18,230. Last year they were $400,000, and up to date in 1901 
they reach the handsome sum of $388,679. 

But this isn't all. New Jersey is liberal in incorporation, 
but she doesn't forget to tax. In 1900 the total expenses of the 
State were $2,871,776, and more than this was collected from 
corporations in registration fees, franchise tax, etc? The 
franchise tax brings in $1,600,000. Two life insurance com- 
panies pay $210,000. 

There seem to be two sides to it. New Jersey turns Icose 
the trusts on other States, but she takes care to protect her 
own interests.

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RESPECT LAWSON’S ENTRY 


Englishmen Who at First Sneered at 
the Crowninshield Yacht Now Ac- 
knowledge Its Fine Points. 


LONDON, April 6—When Sir Thomas 
Lipton recently said that he was chiefly 
concerned about the Herreshoff boat and 
saw .no reason to count seriously on the 
chances of the Crowinshield defender, he 
was merely echoing the opinion, then gen- 
erally held, of British yachtsmen. It 
seems now, however, that it is dawning on 


the experts that the Lawson boat is worthy 
of more attention that was previously 
given to her. The reason for this change 
of cpinion lies chiefly in the remarkable 
resemblance of Mr. Lawson's yacht with 
the Shamrock II. Details seem to show 
that ineg & important novelty in the Wat- 
son boat has en duplicated in Mr. Law- 
son's. 

The lead of the keel is run inside on 
both yachts in order to secure strength 
and Nghtness with less surface friction. 
Both masts consist of a single spar, with 
the view of the escaping weight and the 
weakness of a topmast. 

Imperishable aluminum is also used for 
the decks of both boats. As it is impossi- 
ble for either designer to have plagar- 
ized the other, the fact that they have 
arrived at identical conclusions in these 
important matters has suggested to Brit- 
ish yatchtsmen that the designers are 
more nearly on the same plane than sup- 
posed. :
